Bid for this work had 


been asked at one time and no doubt 
this will be one of the pieces of work 
that will be done next year. The bid 
for the building of the Bohneauville 
road from the bridge more than a mile 
eastward \va.- opened a mouth or two 
ago and will likely be the lirst piece of 
road building next year. 
Jn the uext 


live years it can be exnected that ail 
the public roads leading intotowu will 
have bpeii transformed into Tel ford 
road*. 


The Commissioners were very de- 


sirous at one time of connecting Hast 
and West Confederate Avenues by 
making an avenue o! East and West 
Middle Street aud theL'o.Mi-iLEK hopes 
that this work will have been done be- 
fore the -50th anniversary arrives. 
It 


should be the simplest matter in the 
world for the Commissioners and tjwu 
authorities to get together on this 
proposition, it is not possible for the 
town to cede the street to the L'nited 
States so that it never could be dis- 
turbed and it is doubted whether this 
would be asked. 
But the town auth- 


orities could call the Water and Uas 
Companies into a conference and have 
them to consent to put down water 
and gas pipes from their mains to the 
pavement lines, every 00 feet. The 
borough could put down se\ver exten- 
sions to the pavement lines. In fact 
everything underground could be thus 
arranged that would eliminate as far 
as possible any digging up of the 
street. If this was done it is likely it 


L would be years beCpre the street would 
iever be opened if ni^de a Telford roadi 
way, and the borough could agree 
with the commissioners to pass an 
ordinance that whenever this street 
should have to be opened that the 
work could only be done by the town 
in certain prescribed way. 
Tu this 


manner a care and oversight could be 
had so that the roadway would be re- 
paired properly. 


How about the Battlefield Com- 


missioners and Town authorities get- 
ting together in this way to be ready 
for the 50th anniversary. 


ORGANIZE 


It ha* been sugge>ted that L-Jettys- 


burg organize toward the promotion 
of the Lincoln Roadway, and for a 
direct connection with the proposed 
(State Highway. There does not seem 
to be anyiinovement as far as we can 
learn Howard an organization. But 
the fact that the town has not yet or- 
ganized does not say it is doing right 
in doing nothing. Congressman .La- 
feau said in our hearing, that it would 
help his cause for the Lincoln road- 
way to have Gettysburg organize and 
pass resolutions, everything of this 
kind helps to form the public senti- 
ment which will pass the bill.

The Postmaster Ueueral lias an-

One of our 
merchants was heard to say he was 
opposed to a parcel post because it 
meant ruin to the country merchant.
